In faet such 
would not ho our poliey as a seaport, as a 
eoinmeicial cenlor. We possess iheinat-tral 
diMril.iuiiig point lor the Brilish Provinces 
and Washington Territory, and our policy- 
should be to make use of it. In the 600,000 
(iquare miles of, territory north. of Ottliforniu, 
in which gold is found, there is nnople room 
for & large Chinese immigration without in- 
conveniencing the dominant rnoea— -at least 
for many years to come. The lumber, spars, 
fisheries, gold, silver, copper— the natural 
productions of our eouiilry as exports— com- 
bined with a Cliiiu-e immigration, must 
eventually irive hirth to a trade with China, 
Sii.ni, the Kast Indies, Japan, and Ihe Aenoor 
Hiver, that will rentier the Straits uf Fuca 
latii nis in Ihe a'uials of cinimerce, and 
v'lcioiia like llie (ineen of the Adriatic.
